comparatively simple. Each spring the 
Board of Fiscal Matters holds budget 
hearings with the various activity areas 
and compiles a proposed budget which 1s 
then recommended to the incoming 
senate The senate then approves the 
proposal or makes its own changes, 
sending it back to the BOFM tor their 
onsideration before the senate approves 
it in its final amended form 


Thus the budgetary process 1s primarily 
a paperwork job. Even so, it has seldom 
been an easy process 

Preparing the budget 1s for many 
senators, the only item of .mportance 
they will ever accomplish Thus many of 
their efforts with the senate are aimed 
solely at that few week period when the 
budget is approved, Each will have his 
own priorities, pet projects, specific likes 


also the single most important tash they 
will deal with. It is easy enough, then, lor 
confusion to result when the senators 
know what they want. This year's senate 
however, lacks even that advantage 


Half the senate leans toward adopting 
the BOFM proposal one designed to 
fund al! existing programs the ASSSC has 
in operation. This budget would include 
as its major allocations Cultural 
Programs, $28,000, I OP, $37,000, Men’s 
Athletics, $51,600; Fine Arts (Art, 
Debate, Drama, KERS, marching band 
music), $28,000; Academic Affairs 
$3.400, Community Affairs $4,500 
Women's Athletics and intramurals, 
$10,520, Orientation, $3,300 
Publications, $19,800, Social Activities 
$3,500, and a whopping $106,400 for the 
administrative functions that keep the 
association operating 

The other half of the senate, consisting

But the lighiing didn’t help 
as the Green and Gold dropped 
their second clash to Cal Poly of 
Pomona to the tune of 19-14. 

It was a frustrating contest for 
the Hornets as SSC racked up 
343-276 behind Lippi’s 
passing-but their inconsistent 
play paved the way for their 
second loss.

Home again 


SOAKING UP 


THE CITY 


oing home again was a 
G strange experience, because, 

for some reason, it didn't 
feel like home anymore. All the 
books say you can’t go home 
again. . 


From the time i arrived in 
Sacramento in September, much 
of my thought and conversation 
were devoted to the subject of 
New York. | was, after all, merely 
a transient here. No matter how 
bad it got I knew I would be going 
back at Christmas. I had no 
feeling of permanence towards 
this city. | was and always would 
be a New Yorker, a city dweller 


and only tolerated what ! call 
country life in Sacramento

Dawn on the Manhattan skyline 
has to be one of the most 


beautiful sights in the world. To 
me it is the most beautiful vision 
anywhere and always will be 
Nothing can change that. Other 
things, though, had changed. My 
house was only a piace for 
sleeping and changing clothes 
Several of my friends no longer 
had much in common with me 
These things didn't really bother 
me. After being away for so long

all I could think of was soaking up 
as much of the city as | could, 
enough to last until next summer 


One night in the city, I stood for 
several minutes staring at the 
skeleton of a new skyscraper 
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From where | was, in front of 
another construction site, the 
skeleton appeared to be leaning 
back—rocking on its heels in 
laughter at some. secret joke. I 
don’t know whether it was merely 
an illusion, but I had an urge to 
join in the laughter 

| turned away thinking about 
crazy New York architects just in 
time to see a rat run from one pile 
of concrete rubble to another a 
few feet in front of me. An old 
woman behind me said that it 





used to be you never saw a rat 
outside of slum areas and bere 
they were on $7th Street and 5th 
Avenue, not to mention, |! 
thought, Park Avenue where they 
took up residence after the 
“Starve a Rat Today” campaign 
began. It seems they don’t know 
their place anymore-—or is it we 
who don't know ours? 


Smiling at people and saying 
hello has a strange effect on wary 
city dwellers. Unlike most people 
I have come into contact with in 
Sacramento, New Yorkers take an 
immediately defensive attitude 
But then there are always the 
exceptions, such as the conductor 
on the D train to Columbus 
Circle. As soon as the doors closed 
he announced, “While | have you 
all here I'd like to wish you a4 
Happy New Year.” I looked 
around trying to contain my 


laughter at something so unusual 
and to see the reactions of the 
other passengers. 

It seemed that I was the only 
one who heard it. | know from 
experience that this was not a 
rovtine announcement, but not 
one person openly acknowledged 
it. Maybe placid expressions 
concealed their thoughts and that 
night they would smilingly repeat 
it, or maybe it was unimportant 
that an unknown was 
wishing them a good year. New 
Yorkers have a lot more pressing 
things on their minds 

But, perhaps because | had been 
away, I smiled again when the 
voice wished all those leaving “A 
hiessed day, and a joyous one.”

Commercialized Christmases are 
nowhere more evident than in 


New York, but this season is also 
the brightest time in a harsh 
winter. Slums and tenements are 
prominent elements in New York 
City, but they never seem farther 
away than when one stands in 
front of the window at F.A.O. 
Schwartz watching little villages 
come to life with mechanized 
toys. Park Avenue stretches for 
miles with lighted trees-—an 
avenue through a fairyland. It 
stops at the dark reality of a land 
called Harlem 


One thing that frightened me 
was the deserted streets at 8:30 
on a Saturday night in midtown 
Manhattan. At 9 p.m. on New 
Year's Eve, it was the same. Not 
only the streets but the 
restaurants. | could hardly believe 
this was a city of eight million 
people—where were they? New 
York winters are long, cold and 
miserable, which is why the first 
sign of spring is welcomed with an 
almost insane happiness. But even 
the thought of venturing out at 
below-freezing temperatures never 
seeme’ to deter people before, 
especially at this time of the year. 
Maybe they didn’t think it worth 
the effort anymore. Maybe they 
didn’t see the magic in the city 
anymore. Maybe? 









Going home opened my eyes toa 
lot of things I had somehow 
forgotten. Separation from 
someone or something tends to 
cause us to gloss over the faults 
and magnify the good points, to 
remember the great times and 
ignore the everyday drabness I 
could never say | didn’t like New 
York. It would be a lie, because 
even though I know its ugliness | 





I can’t hate 
its changing because I too am

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Behind the editor's desk 


Ten month glance @ 
reveals crucial 
power divergence -

Sitting at my desk, looking out the windows of the 
editor's office at one year flitting by, I'm struck with the 
notion that to reach back ten months and chronicle 
where Sacramento State has been and hasn't been is at 
best 4 vane attempt at historical documentation. Having 
duly served my four years apprenticeship for a 
baccalaureate degree from this college | couldn't help 
but become sensitized to the happenings of this year. 
Casting back over the months in hopes of gaining some 
perspective one begins to realize that the direction of the 
college is defined not so much by the events which 
disturb our placid exterior, but by the actions of the 
individuals involved in these events. With this in mind, it 
becomes apparent that the continuity of the college 
depends largely on resident faculty and administrators 
and not so much on the ever fluctuating student 
population. This being the case, the question of where 
Sacramento State is in relation to the problems it must 
deal with as an educational institution, relies to a major 
degree, on the student input and opinion which filters 
through the college's bureaucratic channels to the 
administration and faculty. 

Focusing on the significant incidents of the past year, 
one can see that without student input and opinion 
many of the cruciai decisions manifested by the college 
could well have gone the other way. Then again the 
quality of this student input is at times questionable 

Take the case of Ciark Taylor. Regardiess of the 
outcome, Clark's disappearance from legal Prosecution, 
the prevailing student opinion was behind him in his 
endeavor to challenge what he considered outmoded 
educational standards and moral standards. Conjecture 
about what really would have happened had Taylor 
remained to face the grievance procedures instigated 
against him for unprofessional-like conduct is fruitless. A 
safe guess would be that he would have been fired, 
despite student sentiment, in the wake of an 
educational, moral and political controversy. In a 
different area, though, Clark Taylor was the prime factor 
in awakening student conscienceness to the persecution 
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of homosexuals on campus. His action prompted the 
Associated Students to start legal proceedings against the 
CSC Board of Trustees and then-President Otto Butz to 
gain recognition of a gay liberation organization on 
campus. The suit was successful and is one of the 
milestones of student power in the area of transcending 
personal prejudice for the sake of human dignity. 


Then there is the case of Robert Nelson. Nelson, 
mild-mannered chemistry professor, was beset upon by 
his department co-workers when the question of 
granting him tenure arose during the normal course of 
departmental business. Well, as history has it, Nelson 
filed a grievance complaint when he lost the original 
department vote to grant him tenure, saw the complaint 
through to the final collegeslevel decision and in the end 
prevailed over the department. What was the role of 
Student opinion in Nelson's case? A very active one. 
Nelson wrote, upon his triumph, “I cannot possibly 
express my gratitude to the students who stood beside 
me during the tenure fight; they know who they are and 
are aware of my gratitude. | do not believe the issue 
could have been swung without the support of my 
immediate research students, the Chemistry Department 
students in general, the brothers of Theta Chi, and those 
of the student body in general who supported me." This 
student pressure was felt by the President of the college; 
how else to account for his very serious consideration of 
the case before handing down his decision 


These are only two examples of major incidents which 
saw student opinion crystallized into an effective voice. 
There were other incidents, but what of those which 
nobody knows about. Every day that goes by at this 
college some smail procedure or policy is being changed. 
The large majority of these are beyond the scrutiny of 
students, but they seriously affect the quality of 
education which we receive. What is missing is adequate, 
continuous input into the faculty and administration. 
Without this input, effective change will never occur at 
Sacramento State, not with the President we have, nor 
his administration, nor the faculty committee structure, 
nor with student apathy.

The critical realization about this college is the wicked 
power structure which dictates policy, piously and 
unjudiciously hands down decisions and is the source of 
decay which is slowly destroying this college. Education 
no longer exists as an entity unto itself. Every decision 
has political overtones; and when politics start governing 
education instead of educators governing education, 
then immediate crises materialize which create further 
incursions of political influence. The trouble with power 
is that it creeps into the classroom. If it could co-exist 
with the process of education, then both might benefit 
substantially from one another, but that is not the case. 
The structure is devised so that faculty are more 
responsible to themselves and their departments then 
they are to the students, administrators are more 
responsible to the Trustees and the Governor then they 
are to the students and where does that leave the 
student? One can only understate the quandray the 
student is in. Even students can't organize on a regular 
basis to accomplish certain reforms made necessary by 
repressive administrative measures. 

One would think that with three years of college and 
the responsibility of the highest student office vested in 
him, Joe Hay would have developed an awareness and 
sensitivity to the needs of the student at Sacramento 
State, rather then being wrapped up in personal power 
games of his own. The office of Student Body President 
necessitates creating reciprocal bonds with the student 
constituency. Unlike Steve Whitmore of the preceeding 
year who saw his duty to the college and the student as 
his first priorty, Joe Hay hasn't or if he has he did not 
do a very creditable job of it. 

At the beginning of the year | wrote an editorial about 
giving President Hyink enough leash to operate and thus 
establish his own reputation. Following one year of 
observation it can be said rather wryly that Or. Hyink is 
a very personabie fellow who happens to be the wrong 
man for the position of Presidency from my point of 
view as a student. Sacramento State needs a leader. not a 
mediator from the middle of the road. 

Where does this lead us? Well... .
